when scouring appears is to have

a veterinarian make a diagnosis. 
Then, when the exact disease is 
determined, proper treatment can 
be set up to deal with it. 
There are several other pecu­ 
liar signs sometimes associated 
with swine dysentery. In some 
cases the owner will lind a dead 
pig in the lot, without any pre­ 
vious warning of any kind. Mso, 
dysentery pigs often show dehy­ 
dration and loss of weight. Sunken 
i 
flanks may be noted. And despite 
scouring and loss of weight the 
sick pigs will often continue to 
cdt well. 
Fortunately, 
swine dysentery 
c&n now bo treated effectively * 
provided 
treatment 
is 
started 
early and pursued thoroughly. 
However, the disease sometimes 
tries to stage a comeback after 
treatment is stopped, for this 
reason the veterinarian may rec- 
i ommend a follow-up treatment 
for a time, to make sure the out­ 
break is kept under control. 
Because dysentery can be 
brought onto the farm by infected 
replacement stock, it is a good 
idea to iaolate all newly-pur­ 
chased animals for a period of 
weeks before allowing them to 
join the home herd. This is com­ 
mon sense in dealing with any 
dtseaae, but especially so with 
•wine dysentery.
